French women, who pretended to de- 
sire to make reparation and then sent 
'the girls to China for the dual pur- 
pose of getting a price of $500 apiece 
for them and sending dangerous wit- 
nesses against themselves out of the 
country. 


Chicago Girls Among Captives. 
The names o£ ten more young wom- 


en that have disappeared from homes 
in Chicago and other American cities 
and were shipped to Shanghai are in 
the possession of the inspector of the 
Chinese immigration bureau, 
fho po- 


lice of this and other cities are gath- 
ering evidence against the promoters 
oJ the slavery and their prosecution 
will follow. On this point the govern- 
ment agents say they must rely on 
the police and state authorities, since 
there is no national law against ex- 
porting women for such purposes. 


American Consul James L. Rodgers, 


at Shanghai, has enlisted the coopera- 
tion of the English and Chinese au- 
thorities in that city, and evidence of 
many sales of American and Canadian 
girls to Chinese masters has be«n pro- 
cured. 


The authorities have unquestionable 


proof of tha incerceration In Chinese 
harems of at least a dozen of the girls 
who wore shlppe-d from Chicac;o. Hil- 
da Olson, aged 20, Is said to hjtve com- 
mitted suicide on arriving at Shan- 
ghai in order to escape the fate of be- 
ing a slave to 
a

master. 


Others were shipped to interior towns, 
where they were hold by one master 
after another, until they were finally 
fold to Chinese, who took them so far 
into the interior they could not be 
traced.

girls, all of whom are young and were 
selected because of their beauty, can 
be imagined when it Is known that 
the Chinese purchasers own them as

tals want American companions and 
governesses for their children who are 
to be trained for college courses In 
the big universities of this country. 


Traffic a Surprise. 


That Chicago has been used as a 


recruiting station for the resorts of 
the treaty ports and' the frequently 
visited spots of tho orient has long 
been known to the under world, whose 


how they originated. I have been to 
China once. Then I visited a married 
lady" friend in Hongkong. There is a 
delightful colony 
of 
Americana . in 


Hongkong. I found life there charm- 
ing. 
Most American women who go 


there do. There is much wealtu and 
money is spent freely. 
But 
white 


women no more associate with Chinese 
there than they do here. 
I never' 


heard of any American women being 
married to Chinese there. 


"As for my being connected with a 


band of slave traders, the charge is 
absurd. 
On my only voyage I was 


unaccompanied.

anyono there. 


"I have told stories of the fin« cli- 


mate and of the splendid times wom- 
en have there, but I do not know of 
anyone who has been, influenced to go 
by my yarns. 


"Two of my friends have 
been 


dragged Into this scandal. One is the 
wife of a German banker and the other 
the wife of a merchant. 
Both were 


Chicago women. They went to China 
as single women and married there. 
Every summer they come back to Chi- 
cago and stay with me at ray flat.

at a small town in Michigan, a large 
man traveling with his wife and young 
son in a fine carriage, took quarters at 
the hotel. 


During the several weeks he was 


there, I never saw him speak a dozen 
words to anyone, although he was 
constantly in the hotel office. 


He smoked the choicest cigars, and 


several of them a day. 
Should the 


landlord or any of the guests address j 
him, 
they would be rewarded by a 


mere grunt or monosyllable, and his 
wife was equally reticent.

tell the young man how easy it was to 
procure that order, and

a single one. 


In the evening at home the young 


man would have a great deal to say 
about how the farmers took to the 
clothes pounder, and 
what 
a fine 


money-making business it was. 
The 


canvasser had taken pains to explain, 
that each pounder sold for five dollars, 
though it cost only 35 cents manufac- 
tured in quantities. 


Finally, the canvasser in the west 


part of the county, happened one night 
at supper to mention that his firm had 
another agent in the east part of the 
county, 
who 
was 
stopping 
with

. 


"Indeed!" said the farmer, "that 


man is my brother-ln»Iaw; his wife, 
and my wife here are sisters." 


The following Saturday evening each 


canvasser announced to his 
farm°r 


that he was going to the county seat 
to report to his employer, and would 
return Monday morning. 


Knowing that the brothers-in-law 


met at the home of their wives' parents 
nearly every Sunday, the canvassers 
had It figured out that they would have 
a chance to talk over the wonderful 
success of the clothes pounder men. 


In this they were correct, and on re- 


turning for business Monday morning 
each observed that 
their respective 


farmers were much Interested, so much 
BO that they made Inquiry as to tho 
price of county rights. 


Each canvasser of course assumed 


to know little about that, but In an 
unconcerned way, referred his ques- 
tioner to Mr. 
, at the —— house, in 


the county seat, who owned the state 
of Oblo In the patent and who would 
give them all necessary information. 


The fact that the farmers had be- 


come Interested, gave the canvassers 


identity is well known to tho j 


government authorities.

The dealer who delivered the girls 


into their slavery resides in Chicago 
and has a 
woman 
confederate in . 


Shanghai, China, who is also known j 
to the government 
secrot service | 


agents.

These astounding facts were

closed by the local immigration bu- I 
reau, which received complaint of the j 
sale of Louise Miller, a girt from Mem- j 
tteal, Canada, to the agent of a Chi- j 
sese'official in Shanghai.

that Eva Campeau, Maggie Drouin and | 
Victoria Stamour, three waitresses

may sell them to 


others, or may keep them as long as 
they please, and in event of their dis- 
pleasure order their heads cut off, all 
without incurring the risk of trial or 
punishment. 


Prices for Girls Vary. 


The flxed price for 
Chinese girl 


slaves at Shanghai is from $250 
to 


$•100. The price paid by the Chinese 
r.ien for the American girls betrayed 
into their hands by the two women 
engaged in the traffic varies from 5500 , 
to $1,000 apiece. A young woman of I 
special beauty and 
accomplishment 


brings a higher price than a plainer 
and less accomplished one. 


"levee" section of the North 


women have been regaled by stories 
of the palaces maintained by those of 
their kind in tha celestial kingdom. 
Year after year a group of women 
formerly 
identified 
with 
Chicago's 


dark side have visited the city and 
departed with a band of these women, 
who havo never been heard o£ after- 
ward. 


Despite all this, the knowledge that 


girls are being sold into actual slav- 
ery and that the young and Inexperi- 
enced are being lured from home to 
supply the demand for white slaves 
came as a startling surprise. 


•More tban a year ago an inkling of 


the system and its extent reached the 
local police, and from time to time, 
the atrocities practiced by the inter- 
national band of slave traders caused 
a ripple. Nothing was done, however, 
to investigate the situation and sup- 
press the traffic until tho federal au- 
thorities acted in this instance, send- 
ing the police of Chicago, New York 
and San Francisco Into action simul- 
taneously. 


It is believed that exposure will of 


itself bring the operations ot the slave 
traders to an end, sava in the cases 
of the very Ignorant. Punishment bo- 
fitting the enormity of the crimes that 
have been committed is doubtful, both 
because of the absence of specific laws 
meeting the situation and tho fact that 
most of the offenders have placed the 
Pacific ocean between themselves and 
prosecution. 


"It ie true this sort .of thing has 


been going on for some time," said 
Chief Collins. 
"I 
have 
detectives 


working on the case now and expect 
to do something before long. The in- 
formation came to me from Washing- 
ton first, and I then took the case up 
with tho government officers here, but 
they could do nothing. I don't care 
to state what our next move will be." 


One Woman Suspected. 


One woman against whom positive' 


evidence has been gathered as a cen- 
tral figure In this system of kidnap- 
ing, abduction and sale into slavery 
is the wife of a recently 
deceased 


bookmaker. 
Several others are wom- 


en who formerly conducted resorts in 
Chicago and now mako their homes 
in Chinese treaty ports. 


While 40 cases are charged against 


the former, the latter are said to have 
recruited hundreds who have entered 
upon a living death from which there 
is no possibility of escape save by 
suicide. '

, 


The -wlfa o.f the bootmaker, -when 


questioned, indignantly 
denied 
the 


charges. She lives In a splendid apart- 
ment and Is supposed to bo wealthy. 
"The charges against me arc prepos- 
terous," filie' said, "I cannot imagine 


; gone to China during the last 
few 


years and secured wealthy husbands," 
she said. 
"It is their own business 


and I don't see why the authorities 
should raise any objections to thoir 
going. They are surely better off than 
they wouH be here." 


"Do they marry Chinese?" she was 


asked. 


"Oh, 
no; they marry white 
men. 


There are thousands of single whito 
men in the Chinese cities who want 
ipives from their own lands." 


The woman in question, it is said, 


takes periodical trips to China and 
receives and entertains women 
vis- 


itors from the orient in the United 
States, ostensibly to enjoy vacations 
during the heated term in the Chi- 
nese -cily. The visitors, it Is declared, 
are the women who do the actual work 
of transporting tho girls from Amer- 
ica to China at so much apiece. They 
visit San Francisco, New York, Phila- 
delphia, Montreal, and every large city 
where it is possible for them to pur- 
sue their nefarious vocations without 
too much police interference. 
The 


woman does not deny her oriental ac- 
quaintances, but she does deny that 
girls are obtained by her and sent to 
China. 


Hard to Beach Offenders. 


Washington officials first notified the 


local authorities of tho nefarious prac- 
tice which was going on, as there is 
no federal law under which punish- 
ment, could be meted out to the of- 
fenders. 
They can be reached, how- 


ever, under an Illinois law, and if 
sufficient evidence can be obtained the 
guilty one can bo sent to the peni- 
tentiary on the charge of abduction. 


The difficulty which has prevented 


the officials from taking 
action 
is 


that the victims shipped out oC the 
country never return to tell the tale. 
At Hongkong or some other Chinese 
port they are met by agents of the 
band and sold into slavery In the in- 
terior far beyond the pale of Euro- 
pean and American civilization that 
fringes the seacoast. 


A number of persons have been sent 


to tire penitentiary under the federal 
statutes for Importing 
women into 


the United States, but the autuoritles 
have never been able to reach persons 
operating.in the other direction. 


AT LAST THE FARMER MET THE MAIN GRAFTER AT THE HOTEL.

It developed later that the two men 


were canvassers, and were working on 
salary for the "Main Grafter." as we 
shall call him. 


The scheme was worked as follows: 


Two farmers, who were brothers-in-law, 
were selected as dupes. One of them 
owned 100 acres of farm land, with a 
new house and barn, and the other 
120 acres upon which were a com- 
fortable house and barn. 
One lived 


west of the town and the other east. 


One of the canvassers arranged with 


one of these farmers for board, while , 
the other canvasser made his head- I 
quarters with the other farmer. Once 
settled one of them negotiated with his 
landlord for the services of his son j 
and a horse and buggy with which to j 
canvass, while tho other mado similar ; 
arrangements with the son of a near | 
neighbor of the farmer who boarded 
him. 


The "patent clothes 
pounder and 


cleanser" was made entirely of wood. 
It was constructed exactly as was tho i 
old-fashionad clothes pounder, of our i 
grandmothers' days, shaped hoop-skirt 
fashion. 
In the center of the lower 


part, a 'good-sized hole was chiseled 
out, 
extending upwards, about eight 


inches, where small counter holes were 
bored, intersecting the large one, so 
that when the 
clothes were being 


pounded the hot suds would be forced 
by suction up into the pounder, and 
passing out through the 
side holes 


would, they claimed, separate the dirt 
from the clothing and leave it perfect- 
ly clean—all by the one process of 
pounding, instead of the old way of 
first pounding, and then scrubbing. 


It mattered little, however, whether , 


the pounder did Its work satisfactor- j 
ily. 


JYhon calling at the home of a farm- 


opportunity to tell what a fine monuy- 
making business it was, and to fur- 
ther demonstrate this point by an- 
nouncing that 200 of the clothes pound- 
ers were at the freight depot. As 
each canvasser had about 100 orders 
to fill, they arranged with the farm- 
ers to drive to town with them to get 
the pounders, after which the farm- 
er's son and the neighbor's boy drove 
the teams while they made the deliv- 
eries. At each house the young mun 
was instructed to remain in the wagon 
while tho delivery was made. 
The 


grafter, after delivering a 
pounder, 


would mark a cross in his book next to 
the name of the party receiving it. and 
in leaving would say in a voice, audi- 
ble to the boy In tha wagon: "I hope 
you will be pleased with our cleanser. 
Good-by." 


After starting on o •'. 
li 


take a five-dollar bill 
_.];<_• „ 


vest pockets and wou.,. .ay it away 
with other bills in his trouser's pock- 
et saying: "Easy money, easy money." 


At the end of each day's delivery 


they would return to 
the 
farmers' 


homes for more pounders, and in tho 
evening the cash was counted on t'le 
table, in the presence of the family, 
even the agents themselves becoming 
very enthusiastic. 


They talked almost incessantly of the 


fortune they could make if they only 
owned the state of Michigan In the 
parent, and said to the farmers: 
"if 


you can buy this territory, or any ter- 
ritory in the Invention, you can make 
more money In one year than In ten 
years at farming. Then came the sug- 
gestion that If the farmer would buy 
it he, the agent, would 'like to work 
for him, on commission, as he didn't 
like his present employer, personally, 
although he was a straight-forward, . 
honorable man. 
j 


By the time each agent had deilv- | 


ered his 100 pounders and had Uld1 | 
out on the farmer's table $500 in $IW) j 


piles, the two brothers-in-law ~wer« 
ripe for a trade. They were anxious 
to go into partnership and secure th« 
patent righta. for the whole state;-. 


So it was arranged that they should 


meet the main grafter at the hotel. In 
no 'time he bargained with them to 


1 let them have the entire state .'or 


$24,000, having figured it out to their 


i entire satisfaction, how 
they 
could 


I have their money all back, and moro 


inside of a- year, if they would only 
adopt plans which he laid 
out 
to 


push it. 


He would take their farms, at $100 


par acre, to close the deal; the ona 


. who owned the farm of 120 acres could 


pay his half with his farm, whereas tua 
one who owned but 100 acros would 
be obliged to raise $2,000, for whictt 
he proposed to give his 
individual 


note. This the old grafter coolly re- 
fused. Determined to make the deal, 
however, the farmer arranged for the 
cash, through his wife's father, who 
mortgaged his farm. 


These farmers, proud of their pur- 


chase, and apparently under the im- 
pression that all their neighbors and 
friends envied them their good luck, 
immediately advertised a public auc- 
tion of all 'their 
farm 
implements, 


stock, etc., and announced tnat they 
v/ould move to town, and at once be- 
gin operations. 


This plan they carried 
out, 
after 


which they themselves started out to 
sell clothes pounders, as an experi- 
ment, before hiring agents. 


Their idea was to begin where tho 


grafters had left off and. they 
took 


along the boys who had driven for r.h« 
canvassers! 
' 


They discovered from the start that 


when they ottered their simple, foolish- 
iooking piece of wood, with a 
few 


holes bored in it, for five dollars, tna 
farmers and their wives would fairly 
hoot at them. It took less than, two 
days to convince them that they had 
been literally swindled out of their 
farms and cash. 


On the evening of the second day 


out they met by arrangement In a 
small town, and 
no 
more 
broken- 


hearted men could possibly be imag- 
ined. Neither of these two poor, ua- 
sophisticated dupes bad had the slight- 
est prospect of obtaining an order. 


Before giving it up they tenaciously 


determined to give it one more trial, 
first calling on some of the purchasers 
to see how these people liked tha 
pounders, and find out how the agents 
managed to sell them so fast. 


At the first bouse the woman said: 


"Oh, pshaw! its no good; I am go- 
ing to give it back when the agent 
comes around collecting." 


"When he comes around collecting?" 


they exclaimed in amazement. "Didn't 
he collect when he delivered it?" 


"Why, of course not," she answered; 


"he took my order on condition, that 
he was to leave the thing on 30 days' 
trial, and at the end of that time ha 
would be around again, and either col- 
lect the five dollars or take back vhe 
clothes pounder.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 30.—At 


least thirteen persons were killed nnd 
t\ventv-iive injured, many of them ser- 
iously when the California limited train 
Xo. 1, on the .'ianta l-'c road which left 
Chicago at. 10 o'clock last night for the 
far west wiis ditched today, near Slicf- 
lield, Mo., six miles from Karj.*uis City. 


The wreck occurred in a cut, while the 


train WHS running at the rate of 50 miles 
nil hour and was caused by spreading 
rails. 


The train was made up of vcflibuli'l 


cars ajid while in a measure the vesti- 
bules prevented telescoping, the speed.of 
the train was so great thai it caused sev- 
eral of the cars to pile upon top of each 
other, teaming out the connections. Tin; 
wreckage was piled high and under it 
scores of passengers and members oi the 
crew were buried. 


Relief trans carrying many physician* 


were sent out from Kansas City shortly' 
before noon and preparations made to 
bring the dead and injured to Kansas 
Cily. 


IX PITIABLE PLIGHT. 


The relief train was delayed in arriv- 


ing at the scene and in the meantime, 
those of the passengers who had escaped 
injury did their utmost to aid the unfor- 
tunates, liain was falling and this add- 
ed to the hardships of the victims. 


The fact that the wreck occurred in a 


narrow cut which -Was completely block- 
ed bv the demolished cars also made the 
difficulties of rescue more serious. 


While some of the cars were telescop- 


ed others crashed into the granite walls 
that formed the cut and were crushed 
into kindling wood. It was in these cars 
that most of the killed were found. 


Most of the injured were in the smok- 


er. The train consisted of one mail car, 
one baggage car, one coach, one eliair 
car, 
four tourist 
sleeping cars, 
two 


:.liindard Pullmans, and one dining car. 
Tho passenger list was composed largely 
of colonization tourists. 


GROUND AGAIN'ST WALLS. 


Most of the sleeping car.; remained on 


the track and the forward cars bore the 
brunt of the shock. None of the passen- 
gers in the Pullman sleepers was hurt. 
The day conch in front of ihe chair ear 
furnished the greatest number of killed 
and injured. 


The great natural wall of rough stone 


into which the ears were thrown, lore 
llic sides ofT the day coaches and pas- 
sengers were ground against the wall nnd 
either killed or badly injured. 


As fast as the dead were removed from 


Ihe wreckage, they were laid in n row 
further up the track nnd covered with 
whatever came handy to protect them 
from rain. 


One of the first removed was that of 


the dining cor porter, Randolph Richard- 
son. When killed he was passing through 
one of the renr curs and had just made 
tho announcement: "Liut call for break- 
fast." 


BOILER ROOM IN BLAZE 


Quick Work Prevented a Bad 


Fire at Hachie Sat (ley Co. 


Sunday Morning. 


Fire broke out in the boiler room of 


the Rucine Sattley Co., about 4 o'clock 
Sunday morning and there was a narrow 
escape from a disastrous conflagration. 
When first noticed shavings were on fire 
and the flames had crept up the sides of 
tlic walls and entered the roof. An alarm 
of fire was sounded and Fire Marshal 
James Cape, with the entire department 
responded. 


In the meantime tho watchman 
and 


other* had got on a stream of water and 
the sprinkling apparatus to working, but 
notwithstanding it wns necessary for tlic 
firemen to play one stream of water, al- 
though the blaze was soon well under 
control.

the fire was out. Fire Marshal Cape ad- 
mits that it might have been a bad fire 
had it obtained a little better start, and 
had not the watchman and others turned 
on a stream promptly nnd the automatic 
sprinkler worked.

U. S. FLAGSHIP WEST VIRGINIA, 


Oct. 27. (Via. New Orleans. La., Oct. 27, 
by wort-less).—At 11 o'clock last evening 
through confusion of signals Hie fruit 
steamer Ksparta collided with the light- 
house tender Magnolia which was con- 
veying the president, Secretary Loeb and 
Dr. Kixey to the cruiser West Virginia. 
The rail anil port bow oi the Magnolhi 
was damaged and two or three, holes 
made in the hull below the water, line. 
No one was hurt. The Magnolia immed- 
iately on being struck was beached, her 
bow being high and dry. 
After a care- 


ful examination of the damage to the 
vessel, it was evident that there was no 
danger and the president and hi* party 
went to bed. Major Craighill of the Un- 
ited States engineers was 
aboard the 


Magnolia, his ship the Icy, a sister 
of the Magnolia, had preceded the Mag- 
nolia- and was some distance ahead. A 
boat was immediately put o/V for the 
nearest telephone about a mile nnd a 
half away, and tlie order given to head 
the Ivy off at Pilot station and have her ] ion 
return for the president and his party.

FIRST NEWS OF ACCIDENT. 


NEW ORLKANS, Oct. 27.—Tho first 


news of the accident readied New Or- 
leans by telephone at an early hour this 
morning, coming in the shape of an ap- 
peal for help from Captain Rose of the 
X'nited Fruit company's steamer Esparla, 
which was the vessel reported in collision 
with the Magnolia.

GOVERNMENT TO BUILD TRAILS 


Will Give Fire Protection to Forest 
Pre- 


serves in the Went. 


»» 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—During the. 


coming winter and spring many miles of 
trails will be built in the government 
forest reserves. One of the chief cares 
of the forest service in the management 
of the reserves is to protect them against 
(ire. 
A statement issued by the forestry 


service today says: 


"The trails 
will afford 
a means of 


reaching all parts of the forest reserves 
on horseback, and the fire lines will form 
vantage points from which tho tire may 
!>e attacked, or against which it may be 
directed and there controlled. 


"There are already 
many miles of 


trails in the various reserves, but most 
of them are rough, in poor condition, or 
not passable for horses. The trails to be 
built will be carefully planned, and con- 
structed with an easy grade. This does 
not involve much expense, for in many 
situations a perfectly good trail can be 
built for 320 a mile and many miles will 
cost JKSS than $5. The. work will be di- 
rected by the rcjjular forest officers and
